“ Can' ft  at  Fort  Winchester, 

“ October  2 9/h,  1812. 

“ On  last  evening  our  spies  brought  in  a 
prisoner.  They  took  him  the  evening  be- 
fore, about  50  miles  below  this.  His  name 
is  William  Walker — he  was  taken  prison- 
er from  Clinch  some  thirty  years  ago- 
married  a Wyandott  squaw,  and  f <r  vears 
lived  opposite  Malden,  on  the  Michigan 
side.  He  says  he  now  lives  in  Detroit  Hi 
is  recogmstd  by  several  in  our  camp,  ai  r; 
two  men  say  that  at  the  taking  of  Detroit 
he  was  fainted  like  an  Indian,  and  out  rt 
the  fr.rt,  &c.  but  they  do  not  recollect  any 
act  of  hostility.  His  tale  is,  that  he  pet 
su  rded  the  Indians  to  abandon  the  British  ; 
that  in  the  end  we  would  ruin  them  &c. — 
that  foe  this  he  was  put  in  the  guard-house 
at  Detroit,  and  told  that  his  conduct  wns 
criminal,  and  that  he  was  to  be  sent  when 
he  would  be  kept  safe.  &r. — that  he  made 
his  escape  from  the  guard-house,  lav  con 
ceuled  aftw  days  until  he  got  ready  and 
then  started  to  join  us;  that  his  horse  gave 
out  and  he  then  came  on  foot,  &c.

next  ti  the  heau  of  the  Kapids.  and  reached 
Detroit  in  about  six  days  ; that  in  their 
different  rencounters  with  us,  2 Wyandots 

ere  killed,  S or  7 wounded,  and  4 Uhip- 
pawai  s missing — he  could  not  say  how  the 
other  nations  suffered  ; that  the  British 
were  commanded  by  Capt.  Muir ; that  tbe 
Indians  wanted  to  give  us  battle  here,  but 
Capt.  Muir  would  not,  observing  that  if 
>hev  were  defeated  the  Indians  could  run 
away,  but  they  could  not  without  the  less 
of  their  baggage  &c. 

He  savsthat  Mr.  M’Coy.of  Georgetown, 
(quarter  master  sergeant  to  Colonel  Scott’s 
regiment)  was  taken  prisoner,  and  not  kill- 
ed. as  we  apprehended,  and  was  taken  to 
Malden.  He  speaks  circumstantially  as  to 
M’Coy,  so  that  no  donbt  i,  entertained  but 
what  he  was  taken  and  not  kilted. 

He  adds  that  just  before  he  left  Detroit, 
(which  was  about  the  22d  inst.)  the  Queen 
Charlotte  sailed  up  tn  Malden,  much  shat- 
tered. having  17  cannon  shots  in  her  hull, 
and  gave  an  account  that  they  had  been 
attacked  by  our  vessels,  principally  boats, 
and  the  Adams,  (a  vessel  that  Hull  surren- 
dered at  De’roit)  the  Mary,  (a  merchant 
vessel)  anil  another  he  could  not  recollect 
the  name  uf.  captured. 

The  time  of  our  removal  from  this,  is  un- 
certain. I start  in  the  morning  under  the 
orders  of  Gen.  Winchester,  to  see  General 
Harrison  on  that  and  some  other  subjects 

P.  S.  Welker  savs  that  there  are  about 
8 or  900  Indians  at  Malden  ; that  he  knew 
of  no  bodv  of  them  elsewhere  ; that  Te- 
cnniseh  left  them  for  the  Wabash  before 
the  party  started  that  were  here  ; but  he 
has  not  heard  of  his  return  ; that  there  is 
but  me  company  at  Detroit,  ; that  a few 
dais  before  he  left  there,  two  12  and  two  9 
pound  cannons  were  brought  to  Detroit, 
(they  had  previously  removed  all)  and  the 
commander  directed  to  make  a stand,  and

-ex.  In  this  outrage  aeainst  the  laws  of 
honorable  war,  and  against  the  feelings  sa- 
cred to  humanity,  the  British  commanders 
cannot  resort  to  a plea  of  retaliation  : for 
is  committed  in  the  face  of  our  example. 
They  cannot  mitigate  it,  by  calling  it  a 
self-defence  against  men  in  arms  : for  it 
embraces  the  most  sht  eking  butcheries  of 
defenceless  families  Nor  can  it  he  pre- 
re  tided  that  thev  are  not  answerable  for 
be  attrocities  perpetrated  ; since  the  sa- 
-ages  are  employed  with  a knowledge  and 
even  w ith  menaces,  that  their  fury  could 
not  be  controlled.  St-cb  is  the  spectacle 
wtiirh  the  deputed  authorities  of  a nation, 
boasting  its  religion  and  morali-y,  have  not 
been  restrained,  from  presenting  to  an  en- 
lightened age. 

The  misfortune  at  Detroit,  was  not.  how 
ever,  without  a cotiscl-ng  effect.  It  was 
followed  by  signal  prorfs.  that  the  national 
-pirit  rises  according  to  the  pre  sure  on  it. 
The  loss  of  an  important  post,  atid  of  the 
brave  men  surrendered  with  it.  inspired 
everv  where  new  ardor  and  determination. 
In  the  stales  and  district  least  remote,  it 
was  no  sooner  known,  than  every  citizen 
was  ready  to  flv  with  his  arms,  at  once  to 
protect  his  brethren  against  the  blood  thirs- 
ty savages  let  loose  bv  the  enemy  on  an  ex 
tensive  frontier  ; and  to  convert  a partial 
calamity,  into  a source  of  invigorated  ef 
Ions.  This  patriotic  zeal,  which  it  was 
necessary  rather  to  limit  than  excite,  has 
embodied  an  ample  force  from  the  states  ot 
Kentucky  dc  Ohio,  and  from  parts  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  Virginia.  It  is  placed,  with 
the  addition  of  a few  regulars,  under  the 
command  of  Brigadier  General  Harrison  ; 
who  possesses  the  entire  confidence  of  his 
feilow  soldiers,  among  whom  are  citizens, 
,-ome  of  them  volunteers  in  the  ranks,  not 
1 less  distinguished  by  their  political  stations, 
than  bv  their  personal  merits.  The  great- 
j er  portion  of  this  force  is  proceeding  on  its 
| destination,  towards  the  Michigan  territo- 
| rv,  having  succeeded  in  relieving  an  im- 
! putt  ant  frontier  post,  and  in  several  inci- 
| dental  operations  against  hostile  tribes  of 
savages,  rendered  indispensable  by  the 
j subserviency  into  which  they  had  been  se 
dttced  hy  the  enemy,  a seduction  the  more 
cruel,  as  it  could  not  fail  to  impose  a ne- 
cessity of  precautionary  severities,  against 
j those  who  yielded  to  it. 

At  a recent  date,  an  attack  was  made 
on  a post  of  the  enemy  near  Niagara,  by  a 
detachment  of  the  regular  and  other  forces 
under  the  command  of  major  general  Van 
Ranssa.laer  of  the  militia  of  the  state  of 
New  York.  The  attack,  it  appears,  was 
ordered  in  compliance  with  the  ardor  of 
the  troops,  who  executed  it  with  distin 
guished  gallantry,  and  were  for  a time  vic- 
torious ; but  not  receiving  the  expected 
support  they  were  compelled  to  yield  to 
reinforcements  of  Britirh  regulars  and  sa 
vages.  Our  loss  has  been  considerable 
and  is  deeply  to  be  lamented.  That  of  the 
euemy,  less  ascertained,  will  be  the  more 
felt,  as  it  includes  among  the  killed,  the 
commanding  general,  who  was  also  the 
governor  of  the  province  ; and  was  sus- 
tained hy  veteran  troops,  from  unexperi- 
enced soldiers,  who  must  daily  improve 
in  the  duties  of  the  field. 

Our  expectation  of  gaining  the  command 
of  the  lakes,  by  the  invasion  of  Canada 
from  Detroit,  having  been  disappointed, 
measures  were  instantly  taken  to  provide 
on  them  a naval  forcesnpericr  to  that  of  the 
enemy.  From  the  talents  and  activity  cf 
the  officer  charged  with  this  object,  everv 
thing  that  can  be  done,  mav  be  expected. 
Should  the  present  season  not  admit  of  com- 
plete success,  the  progress  made  will  en- 
sure for  the  next  a naval  ascendancy,  where 
it  is  essential  to  onr  permanent  peace  with 
and  control  over  the  savages. 

Among  the  incidents  to  the  measures  of 
the  war,  I am  constrained  to  advert  to  the 
refusal  of  the  governors  of  Massachusetts 
and  Connecticut,  tn  furnish  the  required 
detachments  of  militia  towards  the  defence 
of  the  maritime  frontier.  The  refusal  was 
founded  on  a novel  and  unfortunate  exposi- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  re- 
lating to  the  militia.  The  correspondences 
which  will  be  before  you,  contain  the  re- 
quisite information  nn  the  subject.  It  is 
obvious,  that  if  the  authority  of  the  United 
States  to  call  into  service  and  command 
the  militia  for  the  public  defence,  can  be 
thus  frustrated,  even  in  a state  of  declared 
war,  and  of  course  under  apprehensions  of 
invasion  preceding  war  ; they  are  not  one 
nation  for  the  purpose  most  of  all  requiring 
it  ; and  that  the  public  safety  may  have  no 
other  resource,  than  in  those  large  and  per- 
manent military  establishments  which  are 
forbidden  by  the  principles  of  our  free  gov- 
ernment, and  against  the  necessity  of  which 
the  militia  were  meant  tobe  a constitutional 
bulwark. 

On  the  coast,  and  on  the  ocean,  the  war 
has  been  as  successful  as  circumstances  iu, 
separable  from  its  early  stngeis  could pr’c  in- 
ise.  Our  public  ships  and  private  cruisers 
by  their  activity,  and,  where  there  was 
occasion,  by  their  intrepidity,  have  made 
the  enemy  sensible  of  the  diffeicnce  between 
a reciprocity  of  captures,  and  the  long  con- 
finement of  them  totheir  side.  Our  trade, 
with  little  exception,  has  safelv  rearhed 
our  ports  ; having  been  much  favored  in  it 
by  the  course  pursued  by  a squadron  of  our 
trigates  under  the  command  of  com.  Hod- 
gers.  And  in  the  finance  in  which  skill  & 
bravery  were  n\pre  particularly  tried  tviib 
those  of  the  enemy,  the  American  flag  had 
an  auspicious  triumph.  The  frigate  Con-, 
stitution,  commanded  hy  capt.  Hull,  afeero 
a close  and  short  engagement.  Completely 
disabled  and -captured  a British  frigate; 
gaining  for  that  officer  and  ail  on  board  a 
prase  which  cannot  be  too  liberally  bestow- 
ed ; not  merely  for  the  victory  actually  a- 
chieved.  but  for  that  prompt  and  <■•«,!  exer- 
tion of  commanding  talents,  which,  giving 
to  courage  its  highest  character,  and  to  the 
force  applied  its  full  effect,  proved  that 
more  could  have  been  done  in  a contest  re- 
quiring more. 

Anxious  to  abridge  the  evils  from  which  a 
state  of  war  cannot  be  exempt,  I lost  no  time, af- 
ter was  declared,  in  conveying  to  the  British 
government  the  terms  on  which  its  progress 
might  be  arrested.-without  awaiting  the  delays 
of  a formal  and  final  pacification.  And  our 
charge  d’aflau-9  at  London  wain  at  the  same  | 


time,  authorised  to  agree  dtj  an  armistice  foun- 
ded upon  them.  These  terms  required  that 
the  orders  in  council  should  be  repealed  as 
they  affected  the  United  States,  without  a revi- 
val  of  blockades  violating  acknowledged  i-ules^ 
that  there  should  be  an  immediate  discharge 
of  American  seamen  from  British  ships,  and  a 
stop  to  impressments  from  American  ships, 
with  an  understanding  that  an  exclusion  of  die 
seamen  from  each  nation  from  the  ships  of  the 
other,  should  be  stipulated  ; and  that  the  ar- 
mistice should  be  improved  into  a definitive 
and  comprehensive  adjustment  ol  depending 
controversies.  Although  a repeal  of  the  orders 
susceptible  of  explanations  meeting  the  views 
of  this  government,  had  taken  place  before  this 
pacific  advance  was  communicated  to  that  of 
Great  Britain,  the  advance  was  declined,  from 
an  avowed  repugnance  to  a suspension  of  the 
practice  of  impressment,  during  the  armistice^ 
and  without  any  intimation  tliat  the  arrange, 
ment  proposed  with  respect  to  seamen  would 
be  accepted.  Whether  tbe  subsequent  com- 
munications from  this  government,  affording 
an  occasion  for  re  considering  the  subject,  ofi 
the  part  of  Great  Britain,  will  be  viewed  in  a 
more  favorable  light,  or  received  in  a moreac, 
oommodating  spfi  it,  remains  to  be  known, 
would  be  unwise  to  relax  our  measures,  in  any 
respect,  on  a presumption  of  such  a result. 

The  documents  from  the  Department  of  State, 
which  relate  to  this  subject,  will  give  a view 
also  of  the  ,Vopositions  for  an  armistice,  which 
have  neen  received  here,  one  of  them  from  the 
authorities  at  Halifax  and  in  Canada,  the  other 
from  the  British  government  itself,  through 
admiral  Warren  ; and  of  the  grounds  upon 
which  neither  of  them  could  be  accepted. 

Our  affairs  with  France  retain  the  posture 
which  they  held  at  mv  last  communications  to 
you.  Notwithstanding  the  authorised  expec- 
tation of  an  parly  as  well  as  favorable  issue  to 
the  discussions  on  foot,  these  have  been  pro- 
crastinated to  the  latest  date.  The  only  inter-, 
vetting  occurrence  meriting  attention,  is  the 
promulgation  of  a French  decree,  purporting 
to  be  a definitive  repeal  of  the  Berlin  and  Mi- 
lan  drcrec-a.  This  proceeding,  although  made 
the  ground  of  the  repeal  of  the  British  order* 
in  council,  is  rendered,  by  the  lime  and  man- 
ner of  it.  liable  to  many  objections. 

The  final  communications  from  our  special 
Minister  to  Denmark,  afford  further  proofs  of 
the  good  effects  of  h is  mission,  and  the  amica- 
ble disposition  of  the  Danish  government.— 
From  Russia  we  have  the  satisfaction  to  receive 
assurances  of  continued  friendship,  and  that  it 
will  not  be  affected  by  the  rupture  between 
the  Hnited  States  and  Great  Britain.  Sweden 
also  professes  sentiments  favorable  to  the  sub- 
sisting harmony. 

With  the  Barbary  powers,  excepting  that  of 
Algiers,  our  affairs  remain  on  the  ordinary 
footing.  The  Consul  General,  residing  with 
the  Regency,  has  suddenly  and  without  cause 
been  banished,  together  with  all  the  American 
citizens  found  there.  Whether  this  was  the 
transitory  effect  of  capricious  despotism,  or  the 
first  act  of  predetermined  hostility,  is  not  as- 
certained. Precautions  were  taken  by  the  Con 
sul,  on  the  latter  supposition. 

The  Indian  tribes,  not  under  foreign  instiga- 
tions, remain  at  peace,  and  receive  the  civilis- 
ing attentions,  which  luve  proved  sr  beneficial 
to  *hcm. 

With  a view  to  that  vigorous  prosecution  of 
the  war,  to  which  our  national  faculties  are  ad- 
equate, the  attention  of  Congress  will  be  par- 
ticularly drawn  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  ex- 
isting provisions  for  filling  up  the  military  es- 
tablishment. Such  is  the  happy  condition  of 
our  country,  arising  from  tbe  facility  of  subsis- 
tence and  the  high  wages  for  every"  species  of 
occupation,  that  notw  ithstanding  the  augment- 
ed inducements  provided  at  the  last  session, 
a partial  success  only  has  attended  the  recruit- 
ing service.  The  deficiency  has  been  necessari- 
ly supplied,  during  the  campaign,  by  other  than 
regular  troops  with  all  the  inconveniences  and 
expenses  incident  to  them.  The  remedy  lies 
in  establishing,  more  favorable  for  the  private 
soldier,  the  proportion  between  his  rccmnpence 
and  the  term  of  his  enlistment.  And  it  is  a 
subject  which  cannot  too  soon  or  too  seriously 
be  taken  into  consideration. 

The  same  insufficiency  has  been  experienced 
in  the  provisions  for  volunteers  made  by  n act 
of  the  last  session  The  recompence  for  the 
service  required  in  this  ease,  is  still  less  attrao- 
tive  than  in  the other.  And  although  patriot- 
ism alone  has  sent  into  the  field  some  valuable 
corps  of  that  description,  those  alone  who  can 
afford  the  sacrifice  can  be  expected  to  yield  tn 
that  impulse. 

It  will  merit  consideration  also,  whether,  a? 
auxiliary  to  the  security  of  our  frontier,  corps 
may  not  be  advantageously  organized,  with  a 
restriction  of  their  services  to  particular  dis- 
tricts convenient  to  them.  And  whether  the 
local  and  occasional  services  of  mariners  and 
others  in  tlie  sea-port  towns,  under  a similar 
organization,  would  not  be  a provident  addition 
to  the  means  of  their  defence. 

I recommend  a provision  for  an  increase  of 
die  general  officers  of  the  armv,  the  deficiency 
of  u'hicli  lias  bepn  illustrated"  by  the  number 
and  distance  of  separate  commands,  which  tlie 
•ourse  of  the  war  and  the  advantage  of  the  ser- 
vice has  required. 

And  I cannot  press  too  strongly  on  the  ear- 
liest attention  of  the  Legislature  the  impor- 
tance of  the  re-organization  of  the  staff  estab- 
lishment; with  a view  to  render  more  distinct 
and  definitive  the  relations  and  responsibili- 
ties of  its  several  departments.  That  there  is 
room  for  improvements  which  w ill  materially 
promote  both  economy  and  success,  in  what 
appertains  to  the  army  and  tlie  war,  is  equally 
inculcated  by  the  examples  of  other  countries 
and  by  the  experience  of  our  own, 

A revision  of  the  militia  laws  for  the  pur- 
pose of  rendering  them  more  s_\  nematic,  and 
better  adapting'  them  to  emergencies  of  the-, 
war,  is  at  this  time  particularly  desirable. 

Of  the  additional  ships  authorised  to  be  fit- 
ted for  service,  two  will  be  shortly  ready  to  sail ; 
a lliirel  is  under  repair;  and  delay  "will  be 
avoided  in  the  repair  of  the  residue.  Of  the 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  materials 
for  ship-building,  the  greaterpart  has  been  ap- 
plied to  that  object,  and  the  purchases  will  be 
continued  with  the  balance. 

I lie  enterprising  spirit  w hich  has  character-, 
i zed  our  naval  force,  and  its  jutetss  both  if. 
restraining  insults  and  depredations  on  oui 
coasts,  and  in  reprisals  on  tlie  enemv,  will  no(- 
tail  to  recommend  an  enlargement  of  it. 

There  being  reason  to  believe  that  tlie  act 
prohibiting  the  acceptance  of  British  licences 
is  net  a sufficient  guard  against  the  use  of 
them  for  purposes  favorable  to  the  interests 
and  views  ot  tlie  enemy  ; further  provisions  on 
that  subject  are  highly  important.  Nor  is  it 
less  so,  that  penal  enactments  should  be  pro- 
vided for  cases  of  corrupt. and  perfidious  intciv 
course  with  the  enemy,  not  amounting  to  trea- 
son, noryet  embraced  by  any  statutory  provi- 
sion!. 

A considerable  number  of  American  vessels, 
which  were  in  Kngland  when  the  revocation  of 
tlie  orders  in  council  took* place,  were  laden 
with  British  manufactures,  under  an  errone- 
ous impression  that  the  non  importation  act 
would  immediately  cease  to  operate,  and  have 
arrived  in  tire.

end;  and  that  it  was  finally  not  declared  until 
every  hope  of  averting  it  was  extinguished, 
by  the  transfer  of  tiie  British  sceptre  into  new 
builds  clinging  to  former  councils  , and  until 
declarations  weic  reiterated  to  the  last  hour, 
through  the  British  envoy  here,  that  the  hos- 
tile edicts  against  our  commercial  rights  and 
our  maritime  independence,  would  not  be  i evok- 
ed ; nay,  that  they  could  not  be  revoked  with- 
•ut  violating  the  obligations  of  Great-Ui  itain 
to  otiier  powers,  as  well  as  to-lierowu  interests. 
To  have  shrunk,  under  such  circumstances, 
from  manly  resistance,  would  have  been  a de- 
gradation blasting  our  best  and  proudest 
hopes  : It  would  Lave  struck  us  from  the  high 
rank,  where  the  virtuous  struggles  of  our  fa- 
thers hud  placed  us,  and  have  betrayed  the 
magnificent  legacy  which  we  hold  in  trust  for 
future  general  ions.  It  would  have  acknowl- 
edged that  on  the  clement  which  forms  three- 
fourths  of  tiie  globe  we  inhabit,  and  where  all 
independent  nations  have  equal  and  common 
rights,  the  A mere,  a,  , .eople  were  not  an  inde- 
pendent people,  but  colonists  arid  vassals.  It 
was  at  this  moment,  and  with  such  an  alterna- 
tive, that  War  was  chosen.  The  nation  felt  the 
necessity  ol  it  and  called  for  it.  The  appeal 
was  accordingly  made,  ill  a just  cause,  to  the 
just  and  All-powerful  Being  who  holds  in  his 
hand  the  chain  of  events  and  the  destiny  of  na- 
tions. it  remains  only,  that,  faithful  to  our- 
selves, entangled  in  no  connections  with  the 
views  ol  other  powers,  and  ever  ready  to  accept 
peace  from  the  hand  of  justice,  we  prosecute  the 
war  with  united  councils,  and,  with  the  ample  fa- 
culties ol  the  nation,  until  peace  be  so  obtain- 
ed, and  as  the  only  means,  under  the  divine 
■ blessing  of  speedily  obtaining  it.

Letter  from  Cape.  Elliott,  to  the  Secretary 
oj  ihe  Navy  of  ihe  U.  S. 

Black-Rock,  Oct.  9 

SIR — 1 have  the  honor  to  inform  von  that  on 
the  morning  of  the  8th  nisi  two  British  vessels, 
wli.cb  I Was  informed  were  ins  Britannic  majes- 
ty’s brig  Detroit,  lute  the  U. States’  brig  Adams, 
k-  tiie  b/ig  // outer,  mounting  i-i  guns,  but  which 
kftcrwnrds  proved  to  lie  the  brig  Caledonia, 
belli  said  to  be  well  armed  and  manned,  came 
down  the  Eke  and  anchored  under  the  protec- 
tion of  Fort  Er.e.  Having  been  on  the  lines 
for  sume  time  mid  in  a measure  inactively’  em- 
ployed, I determined  to  make  an  attack,  and  if 
possible  get  possession  of  them.  A strong 
inducement  to  this  attempt  arose,  from  a con. 
victimi  that  with  these  two  vessels,  added  to 
those  w inch  1 have  purchased  and  am  fitting 
out,  1 should  he  able  to  meet  the  remainder  of 
tiie  British  force  on  the  Upper  Lakes,  and  save 
an  incalculable  expense  and  labour  to  Uie  gov- 
ernment. On  the  morning  of  their  arrival  I 
heard  that  our  seamen  were  but  a short  dis- 
tance from  this  place,  and  immediately  dis- 
patched ail  express  to  tiie  officers,  directing 
t ' em  to  use  all  possible  dispatch  in  getting 
their  men  to  tins  place,  as  1 had  important  ser- 
vice to  perform  On  their  arrival,  which  was 
obout  12  o’clock,  1 discovered  tiiat  they  had 
only  20  p.stols  and  neither  cutlasses  or  battle- 
axes.  But  on  application  to  generals  Smith 
and  Hall  of  the  regulars  and  militia,  1 w as  sup- 
plied with  a few  anus,  and  gen.  Smith  was  so 
efoooel  on  my  request  as  immediately  to  detach 
fitly  men  from  the  regulars,  armed  with  mus- 
kets. 

By  4 o’clock  ill  the  afternoon  I had  mv  men 
selected  and  stationed  in  two  boats,  which  1 
had  previously  prepared  for  the  purpose.  With 


fire  on  the  brig,  and  so  much  injured  her  that 
it  Was  impossible  to  have  floated  her.  Before 
I left  her  site  liadseveral  heavy  shot  of  large  size 
in  her  bends,  her  sails  in  ribbons,  and  rigging 
all  cut  to  pieces. 

To  my  officers  and  men  I feel  under  grevt  ob- 
ligation. To  capt.  Towson  and  Lieut  Roach 
of  the  2d  regiment  of  artillery,  Ensign  Prcst- 
man  of  the  infantry,  captain  Chapin,  Mr.  John 
'I ‘Co mb,  Messrs.  John  Town,  Thornes  Dain, 
Peter  Overstocks  and  James  Sloan,  resident 
gentleman  of  Bufiidoe,  for  their  soldier  and 
sailor  like  conduct.  In  a Word,  sir,  every  man 
fought  as  it  with  their  hearts  animated  only  bv 
tiie  interest  and  honor  of  their  country. 

Tiie  prisoners  I have  turned  over  fo  the  mi- 
litary. The  Detroit  mounted  6 six-pound 
long  guns,  a commanding  Lieut,  marines,  a 
boatswain  and  gunner,  and  56  men— about  30 
American  prisoners  on  board,  muskets,  pis- 
tols, cutlasses,  and  battle-axes.  In  boarding 
her  I lost  one  man,  one  officer  wounded,  Mr 
John  C.  Cummings,  acting  midshipman,  a bay- 
onet through  the  leg— his  conduct  was  correct 
and  deserves  the  notice  of  the  department. 
The  Caledonia  mounted  two  small  guns,  blun- 
derbusses, pistols,  muskets,  cutlasses,  and 
hoarding  pikes,  12  men  including  officers,  10 
prisoners  on  hoard.  The  boat  boarding  her 
commanded  by  sailing  master  George  Watts, 
performed  his  duty  in  a masterly  style.  But 
one  man  killed,  and  four  wounded  badly,  1 am 
afraid  mortally.  I enclose  you  a list  of’lhe  of- 
ficers and  men  engaged  in  the  enterprize,  and 
also  a view  of  the  Lake  and  River  ill  the  differ 
ent  situations  of  attack,  in  a day  or  two  1 
sliail  forward  the  names  of  the  prisoners.  The 
Caledonia  belongs  to  the  N.  W.  Company,

ELECTION  NEWS. 

From  all  the  counties  of  Pennsylvania 
which  we  have  heard  from  except  Lancaster, 
tiie  Madison  ticket  of  Electors  has  been  car- 
ried by  immense  majorities.  In  Ohio,  although 
two  Madison  tickets  were  run,  it  has  surceed- 
ed  by  a majority  of  3000  votes.  General  Brad- 
ley senator  from  Vermont  who  voted  against 
the  war.  is  displaced,  and  Mr.  Chace  elected  in 
his  place.  None  of  the  l’ennsvlvania  delega- 
tion to  Congress,  who  voted  against  the  war  are 
re-elected,  and  all  who  rutted  for  it,  are  return- 
ed to  that  body.

Aaron  Ogden,  is  elected 
governor  of  New-Jersey  In  that  state,  the 
Legislature  (federal)  are  about  to  repeal  the 
old  laiv  which  vested  the  right  of  choosing  E-

The  President  of  the  United  States,  in 
his  message,  which  was  read  on  yester- 
day, has  in  terms,  eloquent  and  appropri- 
ate, made  mention  of  an  engagement 
which  has  taken  place  between  an  Amer- 
ican frigate  and  one  of  his  Britannic  ma- 
jesty’s, which  has  rendered  to  the  officers 
and  crew  of  our  frigate  that  justice  which 
they  so  justly  merited  ; an  engagement 
in  which  American  tars  have  proven  to 
the  world,  that  when  commanded  by  of- 
ficers of  skill,  valor  and  fidelity,  they  are 
capable  of  contending  with,  and  of  "van- 
quishing, those  of  any  nation  on  the  earth 
upon  any  element — even  on  that  element 
where  British  skill  has  so  justly  acquired 
so  much  celebrity,  and  that  the  American 
flag,  when  authorised  by  the  constituted 
authorities  of  our  country,  will  command 
respect  on  the  high  road  of  nations.  Far, 
very  far,  be  it  from  me  to  boast — it  ill 
becomes  an  individual  or  a nation,  and  is 
never  the  concomitant  of  true  courage  ; 
but  on  the  present  occasion  it  seems  to 
me  proper  that  we  should  express  our 
sentiments — our  feelings  and  thereby  the 
feelings  of  the  nation.  I shall,  therefore, 
without  further  comment,  offer  to  you  the 
following  resolution,  observing  that  the 
facts  therein  stated  have  been  ascertained 
at  the  proper  department,  and  the  proofs 
are  on  my  table  : 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  sf  P.cp-e- 
sentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby  requested 
to  present,  in  the  name  of  Congress,  to  Capt 
Isaac  Hull,  a gold  medal  with  suitable  em- 
blems and  devices ; and  that  the  sum  of 
thousand  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated,  to  be  distributed  as  prize  monev 
to  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  U.  States’  frig- 
ate the  Constitution  of  44  guns,  according  to 
the  provision  of  the  act  for  the  better  Govern- 
ment of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States ; in 
testimony  of  the  high  sense  entertained  by 
Congress  of  the  gallantry,  good  conduct  anil 
services  of  Capt.  Hull,  the  officers  and  crew 
of  the  said  frigate  Constitution,  in  attacking, 
vanquishing  and  capturing  the  British  frigate 
the  Guerriere,  mounting  54  carriage  guns, 
thereby  exhibiting  an  example  highly  honors! 
file  to  tiie  American  character  and  instructive 
to  our  rising  navy. 

Mr.  Seybert  suggested  the  propriety 
of  also  giving  some  distinction  or  medals 
to  the  crew  of  the  Constitution — who  he 
thought  were  too  often  overlooked  in 
such  cases. 

Mr  Wright  approved  the  spirit  of  the 
resolution,  hut  hoped  the  other  officers 
would  receive  swords,  and  the  men  suita- 
ble rewards:  and  he  confidently  hoped  a 
gold  medal  would  be  voted  to  the  near- 
est relation  oflieut.  Wm.  Bush  of  the 
marines,  a young  gentleman  from  his  dis- 
trict, who  fell  gallantly  fighting  in  that 
action,  covered  with  ivounds  and  glory ; 
he,  therefore,  for  that  purpose,  moved 
that  the  resolution  be  referred  to  a se- 
lect committee,  which  was  agreed  to.

We  havc  received  information  from  the 
Illinois  Territory  which  we  deem  correct, 
stating  that  Col.  Gilliam  Russell  of  the  7lh 
U.  S Regiment,  has  defeated  a party  of 
Indians  at  the  Peoria  towns.  It  will  be 
recollected  that  Gen.  Hopkins  ordered  Col 
Russell  with  two  companies  of  Rangers 
from  Vincennes  and  to  take  the  command 
of  the  regular  troops  and  militia  of  the  II 
linois  territory,  to  march  up  the  Illinois  ri- 
ver. 1 he  Colonel  collected  a force  of  a- 
bout  400  men,  wilh  which  by  rapid  march- 
es he  got  within  one  mile  of  the  Indian 
town,  where  he  met  one  warrior  who  was 
shot  down,  and  a brisk  charge  made  upon 
the  town  defended  by'  about  150  Indian 
warriors,  who  were  put  to  (fight  with  the 
loss  of  25  found  dead,  besides  a number 
carried  off.  The  women  and  children 
fled  to  a swamp  at  the  first  approach  of 
our  men,  and  the  warriors  soon  took  sJtkl 
ter  under  the  same  covert.  We  had  only 
three  men  wounded  Four  prisoners  were 
taken,  and  about  60  horses  prepared  to  re- 
move the  women  and  children  with  all 
their  plunder  fell  into  our  hands.
